— Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir is thinking of a ΤΏΣ- 
ther reduction in income tax some- 
time after next spring, the director 
of the Finance Ministry's State Re- 
venue Division, Moshe Neudorfer, 
said here yesterday.

LONDON (UPI). — Roland “Tiny” 
Rowland, millionaire head of Bri. 
Sana Asmonrepenting Lonrhe mi- 
ming develo »  yes- 
terday Sished ere a 
‘hid by rebel directors ¢o fire him ag 
chief executive of the corporation. 
A. specially convened extraordinary 
myecting of stockholders voted by 
29,500,000 shares against 4,500,000 
to keep Rowland in his job. 

The showdown meeting climaxed 
months of efforts by the rebels 
headed by Sir Basil Smaliplece a 
director, ito oust Rowland from 
control of the £150m. combine. 

Seven of the company's directors 
supported Rowland and eight wanted 
him out. The special meeting voted 
overwhelmingly to fire the eight 
rebels. : 

The rebel directors charged Row- 
and ached as a “one-man band,” 
that he failed to consult the board 
of directors and that his opera- 
tions endangered the company’s fi- 
nancial stability, When the rebelg 
first tnied to fire him, Rowland 
sought a High Court injunction to 
prevent .ithem doing so until yesber- 
day's extraordinary stockholders’ 
meeting. 

Rowland lest 148 case and the 
rebels agreed to wait until yester- 
day. But the High Court case 
brought out disclosures that shocked

Labour opposition lea- 
der Harold Wilson said Lonrho’s 
affairs "throw 2 gharing lght on 
the evil face of a syatem Mr. 


Heath was elected to serve.” 

Sandys announced amid cheers 
and applause the results of the 
voting to nearly 1,000 stockholders 
jamming a London hall for the spe- 
cial meeting. Eight other resolutions 
voting Rowland’s boardroom oppo- 
nents out of their jobs were pas- 
sed by heavy majorities. 

The biggest was 26 million against 
7.8 millon to fire Smallpeice, who 
had led the fight to oust Rowland 
himself.

Union last year registered a global.

Figures published this week by the 
Soviet “Foreign Trade” journal show 
that Soviet ‘foreign trade slumped 
from a favourable balance in 1971 
of 1,200m. (£640m.) to last year’s 
deficit of 600m. rubles. 

‘Soviet exports totalled 12,700m. 
(£780m.) of which about 19 per cent 
went to capitalist Western countries 
and imports rose to 13,300m. rubles

At the U.N. he bettered Nas- 
ser's Cairo Radio in comparing 
Israel to the Nazis and decrying 
Israeli “colonialism.” He pre- 
dicted that an Algerian-like re- 
volt would also occur in “Pales- 
tine.” 

Later, in 1965 when the Al- 
gerian question had been solved, 
but Nasser’s militant Pan ‘Arab- 
ism_ still dominated the Arab 
world, Bourguiba visited Jordan 
and declared that the Arabs 
should seek a political not a 
military solution to the ‘“Pales- 
tine problem.” 

Precisely what he intended 
was never very clear, for as he 
was subject to fierce denuncia- 
tions in Arab capitals, his pro- 
posals changed in hue. At first 
it seemed that he was advising 
the need to recognize the fact 
of Israel's existence — at least 
on the basis of the 1947 U.N. 
partition plan. But later he also

Isn't that plausible? 

Not necessarily, People may Ὁ3 
striving to keep up with the 
Joneses. Their grumbling about 
the grocer and the supermarket 
(and the higher municipal rates) 
does not prove that they are ex- 
ploited by a handful of specula- 
tors. It may well be that busi- 
nessmen take advantage of their 
eagerness to purchase goods ir- 
respective of the cost involved. 
An underprivileged minority may 
be in need of special aid at the 
public's expense, but if massive 
subsidies are required something 
must be wrong with the work- 
ing of the market forces (per- 
ἡ haps as a result of inflation).
